MASSACHUSETTS 
GOES REPUBLICAN 
BUT LODGE LOSES 


Senator Who Helped En- 
gineer Eisenhower's 
‘Nomination Concedes 
Defeat by Kennedy. 


BOSTON, Nov. 5 (AP)—Massa- 
chusetts gave Gen. Dwight D. Eis- 
enhower its 16 electoral votes to- 
day in an election that put the 
state in the Republican column 
for the first time in 28 years. 

With the 1967 precincts unoffi- 
cially complete, the Republicans 
put at least two of their number 
in state offices and appeared to 
have captured control of the Leg- 
islature. 

The ‘vote given Eisenhower, 
however, could not return to’ of- 
fice the man credited with engi- 
neering the nomination of the 
president-elect — Senator Henry 
Cabot Lodge Jr. 

Lodge conceded the election to 
his 34-year-old opponent, United 
States Representative John F. 
Kennedy, at 7:20 a.m. 

Lodge? who is 50, had 1,138,352 
to 1,207,105 for Kennedy. 

Herter in Narrow Victory. 
The final unofficial tabulation 
of the governorship race showed 
Republican Representative Chris- 
tian A. Herter the winner by a 
margin of 1 pe recent over the 
Democratic incumbent, Paul A. 
Dever. Dever was the keynoter of 
last summer’s Demucratic national 
convention. All ‘1967 precincts 
gave Dever ,1,164,630, Heater, 
1,183,125. 

As tabulations neared comple- 
tion it appeared that State Sen- 
ator Sumner G. Whittier (Rep.) 
would unseat Democratic Lt. Gov. 
Charles F. Sullivan and Repub- 
lican George Fingold would 
sweep out Democratic Attorney 
General Francis E. Kelly. 

Eisenhower's voting strength 
came from new voters, the re- 
turns indicated. 

As the tabulations came _ in, 
Gov. Adlai E. Stevenson, the 
Democratic nominee, rolled up 
about the same poll that went 
into President Truman’s column 
four years ago. 

But in most cases the votes of 
the cities and towns tabulated in 
the first half of the poll showed 
gains in’ the’ total vote over the 
1948 figures—and most of the ad- 
ditional votes went to Eisenhower. 

Boston gave Gov. Dewey, the 
1948 G.O.P. candidzte, a total of 
94,163 votes. Gen. Eisenhower 
piled up 145,324 votes in Boston, 
with one precinct still out. Ste- 
venson had 209,590. The unoffi- 
cial state-wide total gave Ejisen- 
hower 1,293,800 votes to 1,086,921 
for Stevenson. 

G.O.P, May Win State Offices. 

There were signs that aside 
from the senatorial fight the Re- 
publicans were in sight of a sweep 
of a majority of state offices. 

State Auditér Thomas J. Buck- 
ley, the Democratic incumbent in 
office. for the last 12 years, alone

A special session will be ad- 
journed automatically at the erd 
of 60 days. 

Each legislator will receive $10 
a day expenses for each day on 
which he answers the first ,o)l 
call, He also will receive hi sal- 
ary of $125 a month. 

Amendment No. 2 will, if adopt- 
ed, permit school districts to 
vote bonds up to 10 instead of 5 
per cent of their total assessed 
valuation of tangible property, 
but only on approval of two- 
thirds of their voters. 

Various Views of Proposals. 

The Missouri Public Expendi- 
ture Survey indorsed Amendment 
No. 1 on the ground the change 
would end prolonged sessions, 
minimize legislative delays, tend 
to attract a better type of law- 
maker ard permit savings of 
about $400,000 a session in 
clerical pay alone. 

Critics of the amendment said 
the arbitrary time limit would 
net permit public opinion to 
crystallize sufficiently on contro- 
versial bills and that last-minute 
log jams would result.

tion. 

McFarland’s defeat marked the 
second successive election in| jj) 
which a Democratic floor. leader 
was defeated. Two years ago, the 
G.O.P, defeated Senator Scott 
Lucas of [Illinois who held the 
job before McFarland. 

Stevenson salvaged only Ala- 
bama, Arkansas, Georgia, Missis- 
sippi, North Carolina, South Caro- 
lina and probably Kentucky, 
Louisiana and West Virginia. 

Eisenhower proved stronger in 
some other Dixie states than * 
South Carolina, where Gov. J 
F. Byrnes indorsed him, an in 
Louisiana, where Gov. Robert 
Kenyon backed the G.O.P. nomi- 
nee. 

Allan Shivers of Texas stood 
out as the only Democratic Gov- 
ernor whose state followed him in 
supporting Eisenhower. 

Eisenhower captured the 40 
electoral votes in all six New 
England states in the first Re- 
— presidential sweep since 
1924 

Eisenhower won Democratic 
Rhode Island, “doubtful” Massa- 
chusetts and Connecticut as well 


as traditionally Republican Maine, 
New Hampshire and Vermont. 

He won or was out in front in 
15 states where the Republicans 
have not had a presidential vic- 
tory since 1928 — Arizona, Cali- 
fornia, Florida, Idaho, Illinois, 
Minnesota, Montana, Nevada, New 
Mexico, Oklahoma, Tennessee, 
ten Utah, Virginia and Wash- 
in 

But his landslide wasn’t quite 
as widespread as that registered 
by Hoover, since Eisenhower 
couldn’t break into West Virginia, 

Kentucky and North Carolina as 
the former president did in 1928. 

Ingredients of Victory. 


The Eisenhower victory appar- 
ently was manufactured out of 
these ingredients: The General's 
personal popularity plus the 
crumbling of the Democratic 
coalition of organized labor and 
the minority groups with the tra- 
ditional party strength in the 
south. 

This coalition, which gave 
Roosevelt four elections and Tru- 
man one, fell apart. 

To the extent Truman made his 
administration’s record an issue 
in the campaign, the vote was 
one: of “no confidence” in that 
record, 

Eisenhower packed the Mid- 
western farm vote in his bag, ap- 
parently divided the labor union 
vote with Stevenson and swept 
the big states despite his inabil- 
ity to carry such Longe ree Pe om 
ters as New York City; Phila 
delphia and Chicago. } 

The farm vote went Republican 
today after helping the Demo- 
crats win five successive presi- 
dential elections.

Senator Richard M. Nixon, suc- 
cessful G.O.P. candidate for vice 
president, in a victory statement 
today urged all Americans to

to advance the cause of freedom 
afd to bring about peace through- 
out the world.”

NEW YORK, Nov. 5 (AP)— 
“Univac,” the electric brain that 
has been counting votes and mak- 
ing predictions for the Columbia 
Broadcasting System, suffered a 
“slight aberration” last night but 
its master said it was a human 
failure—not Univac’s. 


The people running the ma- 
chine just wouldn’t believe what 
“Univac” said early in the count- 
ing, changed the “past-trend” in- 
formation they were feeding the 
machine and threw it off balance. 

The electric brain’s man-made 
aberration was disclosed by CBS 
Commentator Charles Colling- 
wood about 12:30 a.m. 

He told CBS television viewers | 
that Univac had given the odds | 
on Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower an 
hour earlier as only 8 to 7.., 
“But he shook himself, all 5500 
electronic tubes of him,” Colling- 
wod said, “and came up a few 
minutes later with a prediction! 
that the odds were beyond count- 
ing, above 100 to one in favor of 
Eisenhower's election.

The G.O.P. has-won the presidency by an over- 
whelming electoral vote for its war hero nomi- 
nee, Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower. It appears to

Many factors. go intoe producing this tremen- 
dous change. First undoubtedly is the personal 
populerity of Gen, Eisenhower himself. The

The sécond factor, in our opinion, is the 
Korean war, and that factor is closely bound to 
the first.

Symington Over Kem | 

Stuart Symington, like other Missouri Demo- 
crats, more than survived the national change- 
over to a Republican President, winning over 
Senator James P. Kem by well over 100,000 
votes. Paradoxically, the tactics of McCarthy- 
ism, which were ignored or accepted in the 
presidential election, did not prevail against 
Mr. Symington. Neither the baseless accusa- 
tions of Senator Kem nor their elaboration by 
Senator McCarthy himself impressed the voters 
of Missouri. This is one of the happiest aspects © 
of the election returns. 

Mr. Symington’s victory, however, was more 
than a repudiation of Missouri's member of the 
“Class of '46,.” It was an indorsement of Mr. 
Symington’s record as an efficient businessman 
and an honest and able governmental adminis- 
trator, It was also, we believe, an approval 


*of his clearly. expressed views on foreign policy 


and his belief that greater efficiency can ease 
our tax burden without in the least diminishing 
our military. strength. er 

So far.as the continuation of the nation's basic 
foreign policy is concerned, Mr. Symington 
should be able to give. President Eisenhower 
greater support than might have been expected 
had the Republican senatorial candidate been 
successful. As to the welfare of the people, 
especially those of Missouri, the new Senator's 
views are clear. And bitter personal experience .

Donnelly’ s Second Term 

Phil M. Donnelly of Lebanon is today the 
first man to be elected for a second term as 
Governor of Missouri. While he ran well be- 
hind Stuart Symington, the leader on the Demo- 
eratic ticket in Missouri, he nevertheless ac- 
cumulated a quite comfortable vote advantage 
over his Republican adversary, Howard Elliott 
of St. Louis county. : 

As we said before the election, Missouri could 
not go wrong in choosing between these two 
men. Obviously, the voters preferred Gov. Don- 
nelly, partly because of his record and -the 
strong character he displayed during his pre- 
vious service in the Executive Mansion, ‘and 
partly because of the statewide strength of the 
Democratic ticket. Fewer Republicans, how- 
ever, split their ballots for Gov. Donnelly than 
for Stuart Symington. 
‘ Since the Democrats seem to have taken all 
other state offices and since at this: moment a. 
Democratic majority in the Legislature seems 
a probability, Gov. Donnelly should have suppprt 
for an efficient state administration.~ — | 


Uncertainty as to Congress. 
- The personal aspects of Gen. Eisenhowet’s 
victory are emphasized by the extremely close 
contest for control of both House’and Senate in 
the Eighty-third Congress. A great many Ameri- 
cans evidently wanted a change of party in the 
White House but were not nearly so certain 
that it was time for a party change in Congress. 
In the Senate the close division may give a 
position of great importance to. Senator Wayne 
Morse of Oregon, who cut his ties with the 
Republican party and as an independent will be 
subject to bidding by both sides. But the real 
‘power will be held by Senator Robert A. Taft. 
His active support for Administration measures 
will be urgently needed by the’new President, 


and’ this ean only mean that he must play-a ~ 


leading role in framing those measures-and set- 
ting the whole tone of Administration policy. 


Taft’s Hand Is Strengthened 


The defeat of Senator Lodge in_Massachusétts 


and the victory of such right-wingers as McCar- — 


\thy in Wisconsin and Jenner in Indiana inevit- 
ably strengthens Senator Taft's hand. 

Senator Lodge, after all, was very nearly the 
original Eisenhower man among the Republican |

Ever since the war American politics, like the 
politics of most other democracies in the world, 
has been characterized by an almost even divi- 
sion between what is loosely called left and right. 

The congressional results tell us that the 1952 
election has done nothing to tip this funda- 
mental balance decisively one way or the other. 
We are still on center or close to it. and this 
means that government is possible only by coali- 
tion and compromise, with the balance likely to 
be upset at any time. , 


The Offshore-Oil Issue 


What part the offshore-oil issue played in the 
outcome is far from clear. Gov. Stevenson de- 
clared himself, early and unmistakably, tn sup- 
port of federal dominion over these great 
reserves. Gen. Eisenhower first declared him- 
self for state control, then for federal dominion, 
and then for ‘state control again. 

It is worth roting that in two of the étates 


‘where this issue was the hottest, California and 


Texas, Gen. Eisenhower scored smashing vic- 
tories, and in the third, Louisiana (like Texas a 
normally Democratic state), the count is still 
close, with Gov, Stevenson only slightly ahead 
at the latest report. Offshore oil may also have 
been a factor in Oklahoma, another oil state. 


Victory Without a Machine 

St. LBuis Democrats swept to power up and 
down the line for local offices, their big margin 
of victory piled up without benefit of a central 
machine. This was a victory for the city as 
well as the party itself, though the major battle 
against the Callanan machine had been won in 
the primary. 

As in the primary, Edward L. Dowd led his 
local ticket in winning the office of Circuit At- 
torney. With a fine record of law enforcement 
behind him, young Mr. Dowd ran up nearly a 
two-to-one margin over his Republican opponent. 

Another victor of the primary fight against the 
Callanan crowd who won handily was Martin 
Li. Tozer, veteran Democratic Jeader. He had 
entered the race for Sheriff largely because. the 
Callananites had challenged his party power. He 
protected this and now has gained official office 
asswell. So the City of St. Louis turned out to 
be a major Democratic stronghold in this year 
of Republican triumph. The situation is a chal- 
lenge to the local victors, who must make good 
in office to hold the party bastion. *

Not if advance planning is done to make sure that higher consumer 
buying power takes place of defense program when it levels off, 
says AFL economist; holds that stable prices, competitive markets 
and rising real wages in keeping with productivity can avert slump.

When defense production has passed its 


peak, will the country’s economic activity 
slow down? Will another great depression 
then set in to reap its harvest of -disaste-, 
bankruptcy and unemployment? 


The American economy today is pretty 


healthy. The prophets of deom, who freely 
foretold at the end of World War II the 


coming of a disastrous postwar depression, 
were proved wrong. 
Just because defense expenditures take 


such a Jarge proportion of the federal bud- 
mlsteke 


get, itis a to think of the defense 
program as taking up a heavy share of the 


country’s economic activity. By summer of 


1952 production for defense and national 
security accounted for only 15 per cent of 
all production. . 

Even at the highest point of defense 
output, to be feached in late 1953 it will 
comprise only about 17 per cent of the 
total output af the economy. The main 


. source of health of our economic system 


is derived from the production of goods 
and services for civilian use, 

Several important reasons account for 
our ability to avoid a i a after the 
last war. Even before the war was over, 
and in the months immediately following, 
much advance work was done to offset the 
expected sharp postwar decline. A large 
public works program was projected, guar- 
antees were provided against a collapse of 
farm prices and the Employment Act of 
1946 was put on the statute books to help 
all segments of the economy avoid a de- 
cline, 

In the last seven years the rate of popu- 
lation growth has shown. a sharp rise. By 


1953 our population will .be 20,000,000 


higher than in 1945. This population in- 
crease, to the extent that it is backed by 
adequate purchasing power, helps maintain 
a high consumer demand. 


As we look beyond 1953, the question of 
whether or not we may then headed 
for a post-defense depression depends on 
the policies maintained in the months 


‘ ahead and inaugurated in the coming year. 
‘If defense and*national security activities 


begin a decline in 1954, these -declines

It is equally important to assure the 
competitive character of the post-defense 
market. Despite all efforts to encourage 
small business, the prevalence of a sellers’ 
market during the last 12 years has helped 
make business enterprise less competitive 
and to enhance the economic power of 
large copporate aggregates. 

The crucial element in assuring sustained 
growth in the post-defense period is the 
relationship between prices and wages.

The. foremost and the most urgently 
needed step to avert the threat of a future 
depression is to close the widening gap 
between rising productivity and stationary 
buying power of individuals, Wage in- 
creases proportionate to the rise in pro- 
ductivity in the economy as a whole are 
the best way to close this gap. 

America’s economy is healthy and 
strong, with a tremendous al for 
further peacetime growth. If the buying 
power of our workers is increased suffi- 
ciently to support the expanded post- 
defense production, there is no need to 
fear a depression.

G. Mennen 
Williams, seeking to become the 
first Democrat to win a third 
term in the executive office. Wil- 
liams pulled ahead of Republican 
Fred M. Alger Jr., in the back- 
and-forth Governor race. 

Returns from 4001 precincts 
gave Williams 1,237,538 and 
Alger 1,236,062. 

Results in both races are ex- 
pected to be uncertain until final 
tabulations are completed and 
both may be subject to recounts. 

Earlier, Michigan voters threw 
Lanne to Republican Dwight D. 
| Eisenhower over Democrat Adlai 
E. Stevenson in the presidential 
balloting which attracted a record 
voter turnout. Eisenhower leads 
Stevenson by 260,000 votes with

In the 
New England states, where the 
more combustible woods predom- 
‘inate, it is expected that they will 
be consumed when uncontrolled 
fires rage, but, according to pio- 
neers of the Ozark Plateau, this 
is the first time they have ever 
seen trees of the hardwood spe- 
ties entirely consumed by wild- 
Tire. In a territory bounded by 
Ten Mile Creek and Little Black 
River, consisting of 100,000 acres,

Retirement for ‘Millionaire Newsboy. 


Cincinnati's Jimmy Widmeyer, Who Lost Fortune in '29 Crash, Went Around

CINCINNATI, Nov. 5. 


‘IMMY WIDMEYER, Cincin- 
J nati “millionaire newsboy” 

and by all odds one of the 
most fabulous characters ever to 
shout an extra, has retired. His 
quitting ends 60 years of stand- 
ing on one of Cincinnati’s busiest 
corners selling papers and maga- 
zines to bank presidents, house- 
wives, horse players and just 
plain citizens. 

The incredible Jimmy, who 
made a million dollars playing 
the stock market back in the heady 
twenties and then lost it in the 
crash, is convinced that another 
frigid Cincinnati winter could 
spell the end for him. 

“After all,” Jimmy explains, 
“I’m no kid any more, I’m 
years old and that’s too old for 
a guy to be standing out in all 
kinds of weather selling papers.” 

His retirement last Saturday, 
ended one of the most extraordi- 
nary newsboy careers.ever to be 
recorded. What other newsboy 
can brag about traveling around 
the world three times? Or living 
in a $300-a-week hotel suite? Or 
owning a $6000 diamong ring? 
Or having to decide each morning 
whether ‘to drive to work in a 
Cadillac or a Ford station wagon?

frost and Water on Window Glass. | 


EARS ago when we were so 
Y young that we wanted to be 

President of' the United 
States, someone told us that a 
character called Jack Frost paint- 
ed window glass for want of 
nothing better to do. 

Now that we are older we 
know that the frost and moisture 
that. appear on window glass 
are nothing more than the con- 
densation of water vapor. The 
water vapor carried by the air 
in the house strikes the cold glass 
and turns to water. If the glass is 
cold enough it turns to frost. 

Now all this can be prevented 
if there is no water vapor in the 


air but it would be pretty dif- 


ficult to get the air in the house 
that dry. Also it might not be 
very comfortable. The more water 
vapor in the air the more con- 
densation or frost you get, that’s 
why the windows in the bath- 
room and kitchen usually present 
the worst problem. The steam 


from hot water is carried by the * 


air until it strikes the cold glass. 

Anyway, so far the best way to 
prevent moisture or frost forming 
on the glass is to install storm 
windows. The idea behind a 
storm window is that it kéeps the 
inside window glass from becom- 
ing so cold that condensation oc- 
curs. 

In theory, the best storm win- 
dow would be one that fitted very 
tightly but this is not always 
practical. What happens is that 
the water vapor passes through 
the window frame and condenses 
on the storm glass, This difficulty 
can be eliminated either by bor- 


. ing two % inch holes in the 


frame of the storm window or 
opening the vent in it,*

NOW LET’S CONSIDER the 
second most important safety fac- 
tor—the knee flex. When you are 
walking never allow your knees 
to lock. This is especially im- 
portant when descending stairs. 
The next time you walk down a 
flight of steps, check to see wheth- 
er both knees are bent all the 
time. Only such coiled-spring ‘ac- 
tion of the knees can preserve 
your equilibrium, particularly on 
a slanted surface. Lock your 
knees and your body.is sure to 
be tilted precariously forward! 

If you have any difficulty con- 
trolling your knees while keeping 
them flexed, take a few deep knee 
bends each day. Thy will not 
only educate your sense of bal- 
ance but keep your legs youth- 
fully limber — a rare attribute 
after 40 birthdays unless you reg- 
ularly perform such exercise!
